The violent 
denunciations of Furlong, then chief of the 
Missouri Pacific Detective Service, during the 
Wyandotte train-wrecking trials have been 
remembered in the East and the Knights of 
Labor there are now taking up the fight. 

Notwithstanding the opposition, Furlong’s 
chances for appointment seem bright. 

A Washington special to the New York 
WORLD gives the following explanation of 
> THE CANDIDATES’ STKENGTH: 

There are reasons for the intended ap- 
pointment of Thomas Furlong to the position 
of Chief of the Secret Service in the Treas- 
aa eo which have not yet been pub- 

ed. 


It is true that Furlong has been one of Jay 
Gould’s most energetic detectives, and as 


such did some of the dirty work required by 


the good railroad king, and Gould’s indorse- 
ment is strong with this Administration. But 
Furiong has done other work which requires 
re nition. He was summoned to Indian- 
-apolis by Russell Harrison during the caia- 
paign last year and employed to do some of 
the fine work needed in that State. And this 
is not all. 
When Schuyler Crosby, once Governor of 
Montana, began suit against Kussell Harrison 
for slander, luying his damages at $40,000, it 
was known that Crosby had once beru in 
Louisiana, and there were false and malicious 
whispers about the reputation he left behind 
him. As Prince Russell“ had a knowledge 
of Furlong’s capabilities from his work in 
Indiana, the yoting editor employed Gould’s 
Getective to work up a case ayainst 
Crosby. It is the fact that Furlong is in 
the employ of Russell, assisting him to ejab- 
orate u case aguinst Crosby that makes Fur- 
long eligible for the position of Chief of the 
Secret Service. Another of the Harrison fam- 
ily debts isto be paid by this appointment. 
District Assembly, No. 66, K. L., of this city, 
met to-night and passed resolutions protest- 
ing against the appointment of Furlong. It is 
probabie, however, that none of those things 
will cause a change as it is hinted that Fur- 
long has a stilf stronger ‘‘pull’’ upon the 
Harrison family than any yet named.

He has promised 
Mr. Powderly, the head ot tue Knights of La- 
bor, that the appointment would not be made. 
The K.of L. have already entered their remon- 
strance and are renewing it. Fulong has been 
in Washtngton for several months, When he 
first came here he called at the office of 
Chief Bell and declared that he had been do- 
ing bis best during eighteen * to break up 
the Knights of Labor, and that he would 
never rest until he had accomplished his pur- 

ose. He managed to ruin Martin Irons, the

CERNEAUISM DENOUNCED. 


A Masonic institdtion Declared Clandestine 
—No Trouble in Missouri. 


Washington dispatches to-day are tothe 
effect that the Cerneau Branch of Scottish 
Rite Masonry has been interdicted 
in the District of Columbia. 
Harrison Dingman, Grand Master 
of the District, pronounces the Cerneau insti- 
tution clandestine, and warns Masons to 
withdraw from it. The main reason for the 


order, Mr. Dingman says, is that the Cerneau 
organization has established relations of 
amity and Masonic correspondence with the 
Grand Orient of France, the governing body 
of Masons in that country, which is under the 
ban of at least every English speaking Grand 
Lodge in the worid because the Grand Orient 
has stricken the name of God from its rituals. 
John D. Vincil this morning exnlained the 
situation. He said: There are in scot- 
tish Rite Masoury in “this coun- 
try two jurisdictional divisions, the 
Northern and Southern. Why these divisions 
exist Ido not know, but they are both recog- 
nized as legitimate. Then there is another 
Institution of the Scottish Rite known asthe 
Cerneau, which is illegitimate because it 
is trying to occupy territory already 
under the jurisdiction of the Northern 
and Southern Divisions.

EALTH COMMISSIONER

In speaking jof the 
subject this morning he 
said: ‘*‘Wecan well be 
proud of ovr city as far 
as health goes, and we 
can now say without 
fear of contradiction, 

that our sanitary condition is unsurpassed by 
any city of equal size. The mortality rep orts 
willshow how matters stand.

Week ending July 27, 1889, 124; death rate, 14.65. 
Week ending Julv 28, 1888, 172; death rate, 20.3. 
Week ending July 30, 1887, 180: death rate, 22.3. 
Week ending July 31, 1886, 165; death rate, 21 45. 
Week eudiug August 1, 1885, 237; death rate, 30.8. 

„From this table you can see what a tre- 
mendous decrease there has been in the num- 
ber of deaths, 50 per cent less than the corre- 
sponding week five years ago. We have 
mainly two causes which have brought about 
this result.’ First, the thorough sanitary 
work which has been done andthe periodical 
rains which have kept the sewers clean and 
fresh. 

The sanitary condition of the city has never 
been better and that is due both to the natural 
progress of mattersin that direction and the 
thoroughness with which the work of looking 
after sanitary affairs has been done. It was at 
one time the custom here to neglect in the 
cooler months the greater part ofthe sanitary

THE DECISION OF JUDGE FID CONCERN- 
ING CHURCH INCORPORATIONS. 


Leading Churchmen Keview the Opinion 
and Look at it From All Sides—Ex-Judge 
Lubke Explains the Purport of the 
Kuling—Taikse With Representative Men 
on the Subject, 


HE decision rendered 
by Judge Field of 
Kansas City on Satur- 
day, refusing to grant 
articles of incorpora- 
tion to a congregation 
of the Reformed Epis- 
copal Church on the 
ground that there was 
no active law permit- 
ting the incorporation 
of religious bodies, has caused a great deal 
of uneasiness ameng those who are interested 
in church property, and much disoussion 
generally. The ground on which Judge Field 
bases his opinion is this: The Drake Constitu- 
tion of 1865 provided that religious bodies 
might be incorporated but should hold only 
such property as was required tor church 
buildings, parsonages and cemeteries. The 
extent of the holding of each parish was lim- 


| ited to five acres in the country and one acre 


in incorporated cities and towns Drake was 
a strict Presbyterian and it has been said re- 
peatedly that his object was to prevent the 
Catholic Church from acquiring large quanti- 
ties of land. However that may be, it does 
not affect the decision of Juage Field, for his 
opinion does not deal with the purposes or in- 
tent of the law. In 187% the Drake Con- 
stitution was set aside and the present 
constitution adopted, and the hitch comes in 
the clause of that constitution which is in- 
tended to take the place of the corresponding 
clause in the Drake Constitution. That clause 
reads as follows. 

That no religious corporation can be estab- 
lished in this State, except such as may be 
created under a general law for the purpose 
only of 1 so much real estate as may be 
prescribed by law for church edifices, parson- 
ages and cemeteries. 


Judge Field holds that this clause in the 
constitution of 1875 abrogates the correspond- 
ing clause in the constitution of 1865, aud of 
course all statutes enacted by the Legislature, 
founded on the clause in the Drake Oonstitu- 
tion, cease to exist when the fundamental 
law on which they rest is nullified. The view 
that Judge Field takes is simply this, 
that the constitution authorizes the 
incorporation. of religious bodies, when 
the Legisiature shall have passed a general 
law defining the conditions under which they 
shall exist. But the Legislature has passed 
no such general law, and the clause of the 
constitution is, therefore, lacking the legisla - 
tion which would make it active. That being 
the case there exists no authority for the in- 
corporation of a religious body, and the court 
has no right to grant articles of incorporation 


to anv religious body applying for them. 

If Judge Field’s decision should be given 
any more practical application than the re- 
fusal of articles of incorporation to any con- 
grevation’ it would result in an endless 
amount of trouble and litigation. ince the 
adoption of the constitution of 1875, there 
have been hundreds of religious organiza- 
tions incorporated and they have bought and 
now hold under spotless tities, probably 
millions of dollars’ worth of property. If 
Judge Field’s decision is sustained in the 
courts their titles to their pr perty are not 
worth the paper on which they are written, 
for having no legal existence they cannot 
legally hold property. There seems, how- 
ever, to be no danger of any one attemptin 
to soil the tities of the chureh property an 
the clergymendo not seem at ali worried. 
Some of them were seen this morning and 
though they had seen the decision, at least 
most of them, they had apparently thought 
80 little of it that they had not given it very 
close attention. 

BISHOP THOMAS BOWMAN 
of the Methodist Church aid: My attention 
was called to the decision yesterday, and this 
morning Isaw a mention of it, but 1 
given it the attention which I intend to give 
it, or the attention that I would wish tw 
give it before expressing an Opinion. From 
something I heard, I judge that Judge Field’s 
decision only prevents the incorporation of 
churches as churches. For example, the 
Methodist Church, as a church, could not be 
incorporated, but the trustees of a congrega- 
tion could incorporate and hold property— 
and that isthe way in which our property is 
held. Idonot understand that the decision 
endangers the property or affects the validity 
of the titles. 
REV. R. 8. BRANE 
of the First Presbyterian Church said: ‘‘I have 
not seen the decision and, therefore, I cannot 
express an opinion concerning it. 1 imagine, 
however, that the titles of the churches to 
their property will not be attacked.’’ 
REV. P. G. ROBERT 
of the Church of the Holy Communion said: 
think Judge Field is right. I cannot see 
how he could have rendered any other decis- 
ion. The clause of the Constitution clearly 
makes the incorporation of religious bodies 
dependent upon a general law which the 
Legislature is expected to enact, and since the 
Legisiature has enac o such law I do not 
see how Judge Field find a oe | to 
ant letters of incorporation to any religious 
ody. To q@mhat extent the decision 
affecta the tities to property a0. 
quired % religious bodies incarporated 
since 1875 do not know. That is a purely 
legal question. Another point about which I 
— uncertain is whee the ee — ya 
erty acquired by religious — ations in- 
eorporaied — 1838 and 1375 would be in 
any way affected. Of course an expost facto 
law is unconstitutional, and if a statute only 
was in question there would be no doubt, but 
the Constitution of the State ls the expression 
of the sovereiyn will of the State, and whether 
that may be retroactive I do not know. I think 
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justice, and if the courts, the agentsof the 
State, have acted illegally in granting articles 
of incorporation to religious bodies I think the 
State will see that no injustice is done to the 
incorporators because of the illegal acts of its 
agents. I judge that the matter will be treated 
much as marriage is in England. If there 
is any wistake or fraud in the 
marriage of any ersons in England 
Parliament is quick to

The 
decision may prevent the incorporation of any 
other relizious bodies until the Legitiature 
meets and makes the general !aw the Vonstl- 
tution calls for, as I think the Legislature 
will on the mere sugsestioffhut further than 
thatI think there will be no trouble. 

RABBI MORITZ SPITZ, 
editor of the Jewish Voice, said: ‘‘I have not 
read the decision, butI sincerely hope that 
the correct construction has been put on the 
law and that the ruling of Judge Field will 
stand the test of an appeal. 1 am 
a radical on tbe subject of church 
ation and the molding of property 
by religious organizations. I believe that the 
separation between the church and State 
should be complete and well defined in fact 
as well as in theory; that all the belongings 
and holdings of churches should be subject to 
the same duties and taxes for the support 
of the State and be placed under 
the same restrictions as other property. 
You can say for me thatthe Jewish synavogues 
of this State will not be in the least affected by 
Judge Fiela’s decision. They own no more 
property than is absolutely necessary for re- 
ligious purposes. We would be content 
to go further and pay our share of the 
State revenue on what little we do own 
because, as have just said, a large majority 
of the people of my religious denomination 
would be in favor of such a law. 

Now, itis notrightthat certain religious 
denominations should be permitted to hold 
property ostensibly for religious purposes 
from which they derive a _ profit. I 
refer particularly to the denominational 
schools, colleges and universities. They are 
all ot them pay institutions and are a source 
of wealth to the churches to which they are 
attached. The change promised by the de- 
cision of Judge Field will be welcomed by the 
Jewish congregations, who look upon it as a 
step in ths right direction.’’ 

CATHOLIC CHURCH PROPERTIES. 

Father Van der Sanden, Chancellor of the 
Archdiocese of St. Louis, had not yet read the 
decision, but did not believe on hurriedly pe- 
rusing the reported opinion that it would 
be of any particular consequence here. 
lt appears, said he, that 
the Legislature has got things into 
a muddie and under the circumstances I 
should suppose it is the duty of the Legisla- 
ture to make the proper enactments to cet 
things out of a muddle. There are but four 
churches in this diocese incorporated, two of 
which are in the city—St. Boniface’s and 
Holy Trinity. St. Theresa's and the Churca 
of Our Lady of Mount Carmel are, I believe, 
specially incorporated. The church at Ste. 
Genevieve is also specially incorporated. All 
other properties are in the Archbishop’s 
name. Some time ago it was proposed to in- 
corporate ull the churches of the diocese. The 
necessary charter and by-laws were prepared 
and on the Arcbbishop’s request I addressed 
a circular to each church.“ 

The charter referred to by the Chancellor 
contained the following provisions for organ! - 
zation: 

Art. 3. The property, business and affairs of said 
corporation shall be managed and fully controlled by 
a Board of directors, of which the I'resident of 
said corporation shall, ex-officio, be a member. The 
other members of said board shail be members of the 
congregation of said church of . .. end shall be 
chosen as follows: The first...... . . shall be ap- 

ointed by the said Peter Richard Kenrick, the 

toman Catholic Archbishop of said Diocese of 
St Louis, and when appointed, shall determine 
by lot the duration of their terms of office which shall 
be respectively one aud two years from the date of 
these presents; and thereafter annua!ly, on or about 
the Monday immediately following taster sunday. at 
a general meeting of the members of said corporation, 
there shall be elected by @ majority of said members 

of their number as directors of said corpora- 
tion, and the persons so elected shall hold their office 
for the period of two years and until their succes- 
sors shall be duly elected and qualjfied. No person 
shall be eligible to said office of director who is 
not a member of said congregation of said church 
and a resident within the Umits of said parish, anda 
pew-hoilder in said church of If at auy time such 
director fall to comply with any of said requireinents 
he shall at once cease to be a member of said Board of 
Directors, and his place shall be declared vacant by 
the other members of said board at any regular or 
special meeting thereafter. 

Art. 4. Any person of good moral character, pos- 
sessed of the qualifications set forth in the next pre- 
ceding article, may be elected amember of «aid 
corporation by the Board of Directors at any meeting 
of said board by a majority vote of the directors 
present at such meeting, and the person so elected 
shall be entitled to all the rights and privileges of 
membership so long as he shall possess the qualifica- 
tions aforesaid and no longer. 

„The plan,“ said Father Van der Sanden, 
„„was not generally adopted. I asked the 
Archbishop if he intended that the pastors 
should follow the 3 plan or their own 
judgment, and he said that it was his wish 
that the congregations should follow their 
own judgment. Only the churches I men- 
tioned are incorporated, All the other prop- 
erty is held by the Archbishop, as prescribed 
in 1840. It was then ordered that the property 
should be recorded in the name of the arch- 
bishop, whose heirs. are of course excluded 
from succession, it being provided that the 
archbishop shall wili the holdings to the 
bishop of an adjoining diocese. Three months 
after the selection of a 
the diocese he must as 
his predeeessor had, 
charge of the church properties. I had heard 
some time ago, indirectly, that the validity of 
such incorporation was questioned. In Iilinois 
I was informed after the Legislature made 
chee for the incorporation of property in

ex- Judge ofthe Circuit Court,said: ‘‘There is 
nothingin Judge Field’s decision to excite 
anyone or arouse the religious pubiie.

The original Oonstitu- 
tion of this State, regarding exemption 
from tax, fixed the limitof land a church, re- 
ligious body or asylum or convent shall hold, 
which was one acre in the city and five acres 
in the county. The new constitution fixes no 
limit, leaving that to the Legisiature,to which 
body the plea for incorporations should be 
presented, and when on dy that body

‘The property, real and personal, of the 
State, counties and other municipal corpora- 
tions and cemeteries shall be exempt from 
taxation. Also, lots in incorporated cities 
und towns to the extent of one acre, or within 
one mile or more of limits of said cities or 
towns to the extent of five acres, 
with the buildings thereon, where 
the same are used exclusively 
for religious worship for schools or for par- 
poses purely charitable. Personal property 
of the latter is not exempt, etc.’ 

„Judge Field’s decision, you see, cannot 
affect the title to any property used for relig- 
ious purposes or dttack the law exempting 
such property from taxation. Itis the incor- 
porating ot * body under the 
name of a church, asylum or convent 
and holding property other than that used for 
religious purposes that he claims is illegal. 
Such property is subject to taxation and we 
tax it, as it is not used exclusively for re- 
ligious purposes.’ So you see the decision 
dves not touch this office even remotely.’’

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HIGHWAY ROBBERY AND BIGAMY. 


The Charges Made Against C. Ransom at 
Flint, Mich. 

It having come to the ears ofthe Police De- 

partment that C. Ransom, a laborer living at 


2723 Chouteau avenue, was a fugitive from 
justice, Officers Howard and Harrington, 
speciais in the Fifth District, were detailed to 


effect his arrest. This they did at an early 
hour this morning, catching Ransom in his 
room before he wentto work. The prisoner 


was locked up at the Central District Station. 

The charge is one of highway robbery, it 
being alleged that Ransom, whose true name 
is Cramer, robbed a drunken man of $5! on 
the streets of Flint, Mich., over two years 
ago. Acompanion named Woods was also 
implicated in the crime and is now serving a 
two years’ sentence in the Michigan State 
Penitentiary. When arrested Cramer was 
found to be living with awoman He insisted 
that she was his wife and showed papers to 
bear him outin his assertion. This fact was 
telegraphed to Flint with the notice of his 
arrest, and an answer said that the prisoner 
was a bigamist, having a wife in Flint and an- 
other, whose whereabouts could not be ascer- 
tained, Cramer was seen in his cell in the 
holdover and answered all questions pro- 
n without hesitation. He professed 

is willingness to go back to Miehigan without 
a requisiti en and claimed that be would have 
no — in proving his innocenee of the 
charge preferred. He said: 

„1 understand that the charge is one ot 
highway robbery. Itis justthis way. Onthe 
nightofthe robbery | was drunk. I meta 
friend named Woods onthe street and we 
drank together for some time. Late in the 
evening he told me he had plenty of money 
and ne page that we godown to Saginaw 
and have a good time. I agreed and we took 
atrain. On the way Woods told me he had 
robbed my cousin Ward Brown while 
the latter lay drunk on the 
street and isisted that 1 had 
relped him in the work. IWas drunk at that 
time and his words frightened me. He kept 
me drunk after we arrived in Saginaw and so 
worked upon my fears that 1 dared not re- 
turn home. I first worked on a farm in North- 
ern Illinois for a yearand then went to Chi- 
cago, wherel drove a Baltimore & Ohio ex- 
press wagon fora like period. 1 then came 
to St. Louls, and have lived in this city for 
three years.’’ 

But the Flint authorities say that you left 
that place only two years ago. 

Then the Flint authorities are mistaken. 
Mr. Pickel, of the firm of Pickel Bros., marbie 
dealers, can tell you that I have worked {for 
uim longer than that. 

And what about this charge of bizamy?’’ 

»That is all bosh. It is claimed that I have 
three wives. I first married wheu I kept a sa- 
loon in Saginaw almost ten years ago, but 
soon utter obtained a divorce. Whenl went 
to Flint Illyed with a certain woman of that 
piace, but Inever married her. She had me 
arrested for abandonment on one occasion and 
the case was dismissed because she falled to 
prove that we had ever been married. Whilel 
was in Chicago three years ago I married tne 
lady with whom 1 was living at the time I was 
taken in.’’ 

Cramer is a well built man of about 40 years 
with iaht complexion and a pairof twink- 
ling eyes. He seems to take his arrest in good 
part, and as thé reporter left he called out: 

Iwill be back in st. Louis inside of the 
next four weeks. [ have lots of relatives ia 
Flint and they are well ‘heeled’ too. 

The prisoner will be taken back to Flint to- 
night by Deputy Sheriff McCall of that city 
who arrived in St. Louls last night in answer 
to a telegram sent on Saturday apprising bim 
of Cramer’s apprehension. McCall says the 
prisoner isundoubtedly the man wanted and 
Sates that a sure case can be made against

DOINGS IN THE COURTS 


JUDGE KLEIN DEFINES THE POSITION OF 
A PARTNER IN FRAUD. 


M. J. Kelly Loses His Property Bought 
From an Embezzler—George D. Bailey’s 
Damage Suit—The Moore Children in 
Court Again—The Expanded Metal Co. 
Enjoined—Judge Klein's Rulings. 


Complicity in a fraud and the results formed 
the subject of a decision this morning rendered 
by Judge Klein in the case of Peter Taaffe 
against Michael J. Kelly. About one year ago, 
it will be remembered, aclerk named Rob- 
erts, employed by Taaffe & Gay, sold two 
lots which had been transferred to him} Dat 
of which there was no record in the Record- 
er's office. Roberts sold the property to 


Denver,Colo.,and brought home again. Taaffe 
& Gay entered suit against Kelly and won 
it. Kelly filed a motion fora new trial, and 
in passing on it this morning Judge Klein 
ald. There is no  @ifficulty either 
in the law or in its apovlication 
to the facts ofthiscase. The plaintiffs were 
undoubtedly the beneficial owners of the 
property involved in this litigation, although 
the legal title thereto was vested in the de- 
fendant, Roberts. The fact that they withheld 
their title deeds from record undoubtedly 
clothed Roberts with the apparent ownership 
of the property, and if the defendant, Kelly, 
without notice of the state of the title, had 
been led into the purchase of the property 
in good faith on his part, it is 
plain that the plaintiff and not the 
defendants should stand the loss. But in the 
present cases there is no room for doubt that 
Dockery and Roberts were engaged in a bold 
and criminal scheme of defrauding the plain- 
tiffs. Their course of conduct from begin- 
ning to end of the negotiations and their im- 
mediate flight, in which latter the defendant 
rendered them assistance after the negotia- 
tions were closed, was sucb as not merely to 
create suspicion, but to convince any ordi- 


narily prudent and honest man of 
their evil intent. The defendant 
seems to have closed his eyes to 


all these things, but he wascareful to get 
certificates oi title on which he might rely. 
if the detendant knowingly allowed himself to 
be used to consum mute the schems of Dockery 
und Roberts he must abide the consequences 
ofsuch complicity. The evidence here was 
clear, satisfactory and convincing wholly in- 
dependent of the testimony of the two con- 
epiraters, Roberts and Dockery, that a 
fraud was being perpetrated by them and that 
the defendant would or could have 
known ituplesas he wiltully closed his eyes. 
Hience the decree. The complaint now made 
that by the decree the defendant loses his 
land on Itaska street and the $1,000 which he 
paid Roberts is to no purpose, That is a mat- 
ter wholly between Roberts and the defendant. 
The plaintiff did not receive uny partof the 
money so far asthe evidence suows, neither 
did they get the Itaska street lots. The 
motion for a new trial will be overruled.’’ 


George D. Bailey’s Lamage Suit. 


A ruling in George D. Bailey’s damage suit 
against the St. Louis Cable & Western Railway 
was made by Judge Kiein this morning. Jan- 


vary 28, 1888, Mr. Bailey was crossing 
the cable tracks at Thirteenth and 
Lucas avenue when he tripped 


over a flange or guard rail several inches 
high which prevented cars from leaving the 
track while going around at à rapid rate. He 
fell on the curbstone and wus knocked sense- 
less. He came to his senses in a few moments 
and a policeman seeing him lying in the street 
thought he was drunk and gave hima ride in 


the wagon to the police station, where 
he was locked up. He was re- 
leased later on dond. He entered suit 


against the Cable Company March 10, 1888, 
and was reterred to Judge George W. Lubke, 
to try all the issues of law and fact and report 
his conclusions upon which the court was to 
render its judgment thereon. Judge Lubke 
filed his report June 20, recommending judg- 
meutin favor of Bailey for $481.66, $65 for 
medical expenses and $416.66 for losttime 
Both plaintiff and defendant objected tothe 
ruling. Judge Klein passing on these objections 
said he thought the referee’s finding as cor- 
rect as could be under the circumstances, 
exceptthatbe had allowed nothing for pain 
and suffering. He was unconscious some 
time, so his sufferings were alleviatcd, but he 
was deprived of the use of hissense during 
this time, and was entitled to tome compen- 
sation on account thereof. The second excep- 
tion to the report is sustained and the cause is 
sent back to the referee. 


Thomas Moore in Court Again. 


Thomas M. Moore, the music teacher, was 
in court again with bis attorney and also Mrs. 
Moore with her attorney. Mr. Moore pre- 


sented a petition fora writ of habeas corpus, 
saying that since his wife’s petition for di- 
vorce was dismissed a few weeks ago, 
she has kept his five small chil- 
dren in her parents’ house and refused 
to let him see or speak to them. He says they 
are surrounded by influences hostile to him 
andshould be never see them the children 
willgrow up with feelings completely alien- 
ated from him, Mrs. Moore, by her attorney, 
said Mr. Moore had called at the house and 
insulted her mother, and that the children 
did not care to see him. After filing 
the petition for a writ Mr. Moore’s 
attorney, r. McKeighan, asked the 
Court to fix three days in the week 
when Mr. Moore could call on his children. 
Mrs. Moore’s attorney said three times a week 
was too often, as it was a great deal of troubie 
to dress the children to receive him. Mr. 
Moore said it.was not the dresses he called to 
see, but thatthe common garments would be 
as good as newly starched clean ones. Judge 
Fisher decided that he could call every Sun- 
day between 2 and5 o’clock every Sunday 
afternoon and every Thursday between 3:30 
und 5:30 o’clock-ontil further order of the 
court, Both parties seemed satisfied. The 


corpus will take piace after the opening of 
court in October. 


The Expanded } Metal Co. Enjoined. 


A temporary injunction against the Ex- 
panded Metal Co. was granted the Freeman 
Wire Co. this morning by Judge Klein. The 
Freeman Wire Co. in its plea for an injunc- 
tion, sald it entered into an agreement with 
the Expanded Metal Co., whereby it was to 
be sole agent for expanded metal in 
this city and St. Louis County, and 
the Expanded Metal Co. was to sell to no one 
else in this city and it it recoived orders it was 
to turu them over to the Freeman Wire Co. 
to fill. They claim the Expanded Metal C. 
broke its contract and was selling and making 
xoods. The court orders the defendant to 
show cause why elimina injunction 
should not be granted on Thursday, August 1, 
in Court-room No. 1, and the defendant 
in the meantime is ordered to refrain from the 
doing of any of the acts complained of in the 
petition of plaintiff. The defendant 1s fur - 
ther allowed, if it choose, to file affidavits in 
opposition te 9 by noon of Wednes- 
day, July 81, and plaintiff to file counter -

Ernest Chamberlain, a telegraph editor, at- 
tempted suicide at Barnum’s Hotel, between 
5 and 6 o’clock this morning by takinga dose 
ofmorphine. He had entered the hotel a 
short time previous and before going to his 
room told the clerk he had taken four grains 
of morphine to end his lite and 
troubles. The clerk promptly summoned the 


police and soon Mr. Chamberlain 
was on the way to the City Dispensary in a 
patrol wagon. After examining him the 
physician there stated that he bad not taken 
enough of the drug to kill himself and would 
be all rignt in ashort time. Chamberlain was 
taken back to his room at the hotel. 

Although in no danger of dying, he was a 
very sick man to-day. He says that he has 
bad trouble weighing on his mind for over a 
— and a week ago he received a letter which 

rought matters to acliwax. The blow was 
too much for him, he says, and he resolved to 
take his life rather than. stand it. What the 
nature of histrouble is Chamberlain refused 
to state, but savs it is nothing of a business 
nature. There isa supposition that there is a 
woman inthe case. Chamberlain, who is a 
young man and unmarried, was agent for the 
Western AssociatedPress at Kansas City for 
two years, but last month lost his position. 
He went to Uincinnat!, where his father is, and 
bas been for yeare ugent tor the Western As- 
sociated Press. After working there a short 
time he came to this city and tor the past two 
weeks has been employed here.

STATE SENATES. 

That State Senates have not made as 
good a record as the co-ordinate 
bodies of the several State Legislatures 
is attested by serious debate of the propo- 
sition to dispense with the smaller body 
altogether in the new States that are now 
organizing for admission to the Union. 
Nobody has anything to say against the 
more numerous and popular branch. It 
isregarded by all as indispensable, and 
by many as sufficient by itself for all the 
purposes of State legislation, and better 
without than with the obstructive ap- 
pendage of a Senate. 

This may be a rather hasty conclusion, 
drawn from atoo restricted view of the 
broad field of State legisiation spread 
over the whole Union for a hundred years 
past, But itis certain that the Senate 
has been the weak spot in a number of 
States for several decades. It has not 
been composed of men of standing, ex- 
| perience and wisdom superior to the 
| average of the so-called Lower House, 
and being the smaller body, with members 
less ‘closely bound to constituencies, it is 
through the Senate that special private 
| interests mostly manage to obstruct or 
| shape legislation for sinister purposes. 
Men who covet legislative seats for the 
money that can be made out of them, or 
| for the railroad attorneyships or corpo- 
ration influence that can be secured 


co-ordinate body for an obvious reason. 
And thus the Senate has become the 
recognized hope of the lobby, the vantage 
ground upon which corruption concen- 
trates its forces, and on which log-rolling 
combinations of special private interests 
are made against legislation in the inter- 
est of the public. 

It is through the Senate that railroad 
influence and log-rolling lobby interests 
have so long thwarted the will of the 
people in Missouri and Pennsylvania and 
practically nullified the constitutions of 
both States. Whenever it becomes cleur 
that such is the rule rather than the ex- 
ception with respect to the part taken by 
Senates in State legislation, the people 
will soon make an end of them.

TWO KINDS OF TRIAL 

A Boston paper observes with pleased 
surprise that the escapé of McDow has 
aroused ‘talmost as much indignation in 
Southern as in Northern circles,’’ and 
that the censure of his conduct by the 
people of Charleston is subjecting him to 
punishment more severe perhaps than 
any which the court could pass upon him. 

It may not be the received opinion in 
Boston, but it is nevertheless true that 
there is a good deal of human nature in 
Southern people as well as in Northern 
peopie, and that the mere refusal of a 
Charleston jury, more than half negroes, 
to convict McDow of murder is no proof 
that any class of Southern people, white 
or colored, approved or justified McDow’s 
conduct. 

The factthat they did not lynch him 
as soon as the jury acquitted him is 
not sufficient ground on which to hold the 
peoplé of the whole South, or of Charles- 
ton either, responsible for the failure of 
the prosecution to produce any evidence 
on which the jury could convict McDow 
under the law. 

The protection which the law throws 
around prisoners at the bar enables mur- 
derers to escape punishment in every 
State of this Union. They are sometimes 
acquitted in the regular courts by men 
who, as jurors in Judge Lynch’s court, 
would quickly doom them to the gallows. 
Perhaps some of the indignant Northern 
editors who have tried and condemned 
both McDow and Southern public senti- 
ment by the rules of Judge Lynch, might 
also have brought in a verdict of not 
| guilty ifthey had been sworn on that 


Charleston jury and been constrained to 


| decide according to the evidence before 
it, and according to the usual instructions 
from the bench.

THE CHIPPEWA RESERVATION. 


Successtul Work of the Commission—White 
Cloud Signs. 


Waite EARTH RESERVATION, Minn., July 
29.—The last explanations of the act presented 
by the Chippewa Commission have been asked 
for and answered on this reservation and the 
signature of White Cloud, the leading chief, 
bas been appended tothe agreement. At the 
opening of the session Saturday morning he 
wanted to know it t could be made certain 


that this reservation would be organized into 
aseparate county so they might control the 
amount of their taxes, He was reminded by 
his son, Charles Wright, an in 
telligent young Episcopal clergyman, 
that they could not be taxed 
during the first twenty-five years after the act 
went into operation. A number of other 
speeches were made, indicating that they 
were afraid of coming under the jurisdiction 
of the national and State laws, oneof the 
speakers saying, in a laughing way, that 
Becker County had sent an assessor into the 
Reservation last year to get the value of their 
personal property, butthat he had not taken 
any valuations because he was afraid the In- 
dians would brain him. They were assured 
there was no danger of the premature extension 
over them of thg laws, and were informed re- 
garding the exemptions from a levy on house- 
hold goods, farming implements, tools, etc, 
The full bloods, who wanted to make sure 
thatthey themselves should have the first 
choice of lands under the allotment system, 
wanted toknowif some of the sugar bush 
land could not be reserved for Old Wolf, who 
especially desired it. The first indication 
that the last objection of the chiefs was disap- 
pearing wasthe inguiry of White Cloud, at 
the opening of the afternoon session, as to 
how much of the reservation the commission 
thought should be sold and why it was neces- 
saryto dis;oseofit. It was explained by 
the cominissioners that the safest way to 
deal was with the planto put it in the hands 
of the Government for sale, at least that por- 
tion not demanded by their present or future 
needs, when the proceeds would be secure, 
rather than leave it to be burned or sold dy 
themselves, which would soon result in their 
being minus their pine and the proceeds also. 
The short session had Saturday before the 
signing began was taken up by another re- 
hearsal of the difficulties under which 
the Indians labor in making ro- 
gress toward civilization, including 
reference to the old arrearages and 
some complaints about the distribution of 
seed and supplies in former years. Many ex- 
pressions of respect were made for the com- 
mission, and also apologies for having con- 
sumed so much time in explanation; that the 
reason of their caution was that they bad 
found former treaties were not fulfilied for 
want of a perfect understanding between the 
Government and themselves. Nearly two 
hundred names have been secured and the 
work ofthe commission may be pronounced 
entire v successful. This treaty will open 
3,000, 000 acres to settlement. 


THE SIOUX TREATY. 


Catholic Missionaries Inducing the Young 
Indians to Sign 


STANDING ROCK, Dak., July 29.—The old 
warriors at the agency have been startled by 
the apparently authoritative statement that 
the young Indians belonging tothe Catholic 
societies are favorable to the treaty and will 
sign. There are several of the societies and 
they number 115 members. It is now claimed 
thatthe Catholic missionaries are favorable 
to the treaty and that they have induced 
nearly every Catholic Indian at the 


agency to sign. The Indians are 
reticent on this point, but Father 
Craft, who for several years was 
located at Standing Rock, makes no secret of 
this desire to have the Indians sign. The 
missionaries may swing the young bucks into 
line, butthey cannot influence the chiefs or 
old bucks, who look upon them with sus- 
picion. The Indians observed Sabbath by 
holding a big council and discussing the 
treaty. Jobn Grass entered the circie, hold- 
ing in his hands a copy of the proposed 
treaty, and opened discussion by informing 
the braves of the nature of the document. The 
treaty was read in the ludian language by one 
of the young bucks who has attended school, 
and he was frequently interrupted by inguisi- 
tive members of the circle who desired 
oints explained. Among the chiefs there 
snochange of sentiment. RKain-in-the-Face 
is disgusted at the report that the young 
Catholic Indians will sign and Sitting Bull, 
who refused to join the church because it 
would necessitate the discarding of one of 
his wives, is suspicious that it may be true, 
although steadily denying it. There will bea 
full attendance to-day and the commissioners 
believe that when thev read the reports of re- 
cent success at the lower agencies the stub- 
born chiefs will weaken. Dispatches re- 
ceived here yesterday from Cheyenne Agency 
state that White Swan and his band, to the 
number of seventy-five, had signed the bill. 
This makes the total number of signatures 
there 420, only 110 less than the three-fourths 
majority required.

Or THE NEW REVISED STATUTES. 


A Committee at the State Capital Which 
Draws 860 a Day and Will Be in Session 
Until November—Few Evidences of Loose 
and Careless Legislation Found Yet—How 
the Work Is Being Done. l

Hon. Edwin Silver, who was chairman of the 
com mittee on revision of the last 
House, it was learned that the 
commission now at Jefferson will be engaged 
in the work on hand until next November, by 
which time it is confidently expected they will 
be able to give to the world in a concise and 
convenient form an excellent compilation of 
the lawe of the State. 

As each member of the Revision Committee 
and the two Secretaries are in receipt of $5 
per diem for their arduous labors it is evident 
that the work of finding out just what 
the last Legislature accomplished for the ben- 
efit of the commonwealth will cost anice little 
sum ot money. Sixty dollars a day for some- 
thing like ahunared and eighty days would be 
calculated by Henry Newman as equal to 
about $10,800. Mr. Silver says he learned that 
the members of the committee which per- 
formed the sume work for the revision session 
of the Legislature in 1879 received about $700 


apiece. There were only five members on 
that commission, however, making the total 
cost in the neighborhood of $3,500 
But the revieion of ten vears ago was not 
nearly so complicated as the Gordian intri- 
cacy inherited by the present commission 
from the amateur statesmen inthe House of 
the last General Assembiy. As is generally 
known, Senator Sam Major and his colleagues 
in the Senate performed this partofthe work 
last winter with an intelligent conception of 
the result whieh it was sought 
to accomplish; but Mr, Silver and bis com- 
mittee in the House were beset with innum- 
erable difficulties and succeeded in giving an 
imitation of revision only after a hard strug- 
le. 
en We began our work of indexing and com- 
piling the revised statates by dividing the 
comwittee into five sections of two members 
each, said Mr. Silver. First, we pre- 
pared two annotated copies of the Federal 
and State constitutions which will be pub- 
lished in the firstvolume. Taking up the old 
statutes at the beginning we have procteded 
straight through. with little difficulty and by 
last Saturday night I think we had completed 
about one half of the work, with the excep- 
tion of course of the indexing, which we will 
begin on next week, as soon as the work 
comes from the State printer.

There are four ascenseurs in the tower, but 
those of Otis brothers of New York are the 
most convenient, silent, safe and precise. 
These great elevators are put on the second 
story ofthe tower. They ure raised by hy- 
drauiic pressure. Their rate of ascent is two 


meters a second. An equilibrium is 
established by the ascending and 
decending cars, The ropes of steel are 
mufiied, so there is no noise, and the 


great machine moves as silently as the velvet- 
shod nurse moves about the sick chamber ofa 
child. The greatest precaution is taken for 
the cumfort and safety of the trhveler. The 
cables are of steel wire, six to elevate and 
four to lower the car, all muffled. One alone 
would support the weight of Ahe car should 
all the others break. Under each car is a 
mechanism, which works automatically, to 
receive the car 
IN CASE OF BREAKAGE 

or the elongation of one of the cables; in other 
words, the car takes care of itself in case the 
cables give out. Nothing but an earthquake 
which shouid undermine this tower could dis- 
turb the American lift. 

These are the express trains from the sec- 
ond story up to the stairs. One can hardly 
imagine a more complete, wonderful and ad- 
mirable piece of machinery. M. Edoux of 
Paris bad the honor to make the first ascent 
ofthe first story, and he has vanquished 
distance in an imposing manner; but here one 
is pushed up. His cabins can send 750 people 
an hour; their size is 14 square meters; they 
hold each 63 persons; the weight of each car 
is 5,000 kilograms, 4,000 for the cabin and 4,000 
for the living freight. 

Great precaution is taken to prevent the 
action of the wind, which is the enemy of the 
Eiffel Tower. 

But they have treated the wind as Peter did 
his scolding wite— Let her scola,’’ They al- 
low the wind to blow through all these inter- 
Btices, and of course the wind, finding no re- 
sistance, comes out as it went in.

While music-loving London awaits with im- 
patience the promised production of Romeo 
et Juliette“ at Covent Garden, the most 
fertile of modern French composers has 
buried himselfin the splendid solitude of his 
study to write a requiem in memory of one of 
his grandsons, says the latest London 
World. When M. Jean Pigny resolved just 
ten years agoto build a bouse in the place 
Malesherbes for hisown accommodation and 
thas of his illustrious brother in-law, he was 
in no way dismayed by the fact that his arch- 
isectural colleagues had almost exhausted the 
resources of their art in the adornment of the 
Quartier Monceau. The site he selected at 
the angle of the rue Mont Chanin, just op- 
posite the statue of Alexandre Dumas pere, 
was an admirable one, and the mansion he 
erected upon it does something more than hold 
its own with the renaissance palaces which 
surround it. Jean Pigny has since died, but 
the magnificent hotel in which Charles Fran- 
cois Gounod still lives and labors remains as 
a lasting monument of his genius and ability. 
The gates of wrougbt iron at the foot of the 
broad staircasc are no sooner passed than you 
are lost in admiration at the beauty of every- 
thing that meets youreye. Mu. Pigny adroitly 
reserved his effect of subdued light for the 
musical sanctum sanctorum, but no hue 


carpet on which you tread; frescoed figures 
ofthe muses, with appropriate Inscriptions, 
stand out boldly froma background of ceru- 
lean blue;every available corner is occupied 
by a conservatory filled with tropical plants;

WATER FOR FUEL. 


An Alleged Invention designed to Revelu- 
tionize Everything. 


From Light, Heat and Power. 

What appears to be an important invention 
has recently been made publicin Phillips, 
Wis. It is no less than the practical and cheap 
use of water asfuel. The appliance consists 
of nothing but a piece of gas pipe from two 
inches to six inches in diameter, as may be 
desired, and of convenient length to fit a cook 
stove or a parlor or other heater, with short 


legs or stable support to keep it in position, 
Thie is placed in the stove, with one end 
slightly projecting, to which is attached a 
vessel of water with stop-cock conduit from 
the water vessel into the pipe. 

Before reaching the steam chamber the 
water passes through the important part of 
the invention, the part that constitutes or 
contains the great discovery. By means of it 
the water may pass into the steam chamber, 
while the steam cannot pass out. The part of 
the pipe containing the steam chamber is 
within the stove, although a small part may 
be without if desired. To this the heat of a 
moderate wood or coal fire is applied, so as to 
heat the steam toa high og yee say 800 
or nearly 400 degrees, when it pusses out ofa 
small orifice immediately into the midst ofa 
bed of coals or flame from burning wood or 
coal, when itis at once raised to the required 
temperature, 400 degrees or more, to be im- 
mediately — 1 into its gases—oxygen 
and hydrogen—which instantly become flame. 
Only a moderate summer fire of wood or 
coal will be required the coldest day in winter, 
the gaseous flame furnishing the balance of 
the heat needed in the coldest room. The 
capacity for reducing heat may be regulated 
to suit requirements. 

When it is known that hydrogen flame 
yields a heat in burning fiye times greater 
than carbon, or about 2,000 deg. to 2,500 deg. 
one may form some idea of the capacity of 
this little contrivance for producing heat. 

By increasing the temperature of the gas- 
pipe to about 400 degrees the vapor may be 
decomposed into its gases before exit from 
the pipe, and in such cases itis emitted ina 
jet of blue flame. In either ease the oxyhy- 
drogen flame is easily produced and witha 
very small consumption of fuel.

PUTTING DOWN SLAVERY. 


An Interesting Statement by Ex-Congress- 
man and Ex-Consul Vidal. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIspaTcs. 

Orrawa, Ont., July 29.—‘‘Cardinal Lavige- 
rie is bound to fall in his efforts to put down 
the slave trade,’’ said ex-Congressman Vidal, 
who is staying in Ottawa just now. I wus 
United States Consu! General in Tripoli up to 
1877. I had not been in my position very long 
before I discovered that Tripoli was the center 
ot considerable trade in slaves. The Arab 


merchants journey from Tripoli due south 
across the desert to the Lake Tehnd region. 
They carry perhaps $100,000 worth of goeds for 
sele and it takes them probably three years to 
dispose of their wares. They then begin their 
return journey. A caravan will consist of 
eighty or 100 men, well armed. Just when the 
are getting on the ecge of the desert they fall 
upon some peaceful native villave, siay all 
we oppose their design, and, after beating 
people into submission, make ali the living 
risoners and drive them across the desert to 
Kripolt. Lat once communicated the facts of 
this dreadful traffic to Hamilton Fish, Secre- 
tary of State. Hereplied that the statement 
was useless unless supported by affidavits. I 
procured a few affidavits, but with great dif- 
culty, as you can well understand, in a country 
like that. Mr. Fish sent these to Sir Ed- 
ward Thornton, the British Minister at 
Washington, and when they were 
brought to Ear! Granville’s notice he appoint- 
ed acommission to inguire into the allega- 
tions. The commission never visited Tripoii. 
I understand they issued areport the gist of 
whieh was that my statements had some foun- 
dation, but were very much exaggerated. 
Now I declare, with a full sense of mv respon- 
sibility in making such a declaration, that 
many of the British officialsinthe East wink 
atthe slave traffic. Here are some of the 
facts. Arien merchant of Tripoli was start- 
ing for Constantinople. I knew he was taking 
a lot of slaves with bim. Isent my secretary 
to the shore with orders to forbid the Loatmen 
rowing these poor creatures out to 
theship, Hedid so and the boatmen de- 
sisted, The English Consul-General, Mr. 
Frank R. Drummond Hay, brother of Sir 
John Drummond Hay, then Consul General 
at Algiers, was standing by and said to the 
boatmen, ‘‘Never mind what he says; you 
have my 8 to take these people to the 
vessel,“ and the boatmen took them. The 
steamers plying between Tripoli and Con- 
tantinople nearly ail cali at Malta. The Gov- 
ernor of Maita and other British officials know 
fil well that almost every steamer calling 
there pas slaves on board, not 
down in the hold in the old 
style, but traveling as passengers, and 
et no move is made to interfere with the traf - 
o. Indeed, it seems to have their sympathy. 
On one occasion I was staying at Malta, and 
at the same hotel was the Governor of Tripoll. 
In his retinue he had a number of slaves, al- 
though slavery is illegal in all parts of the 
Ottoman Empire. I informed the Governor 
of Maita that certain persons accompanying 
the Tripolitan Governor were slaves, but he 
grew angry and said I had no locus standi, or
